KEEP WAR RISK INSURANCE 
It is regrettable fliat ao many for- 
mer ser\'ice men are not keoping 
up their government life insurance 
issued throngfa the Bureau of -War 
Kisk Insurance in Washington. The 
fact seems to be due largely to wide- 
spread e<mfnsion aad laek of infor- 
mation as to the right of former 
service men to permanent govern- 
ment life insurance, and the process 
i>y wMeh this iasaraaee may be re- 
tained. 

The demobilization of our armed

■ The I'lnlmrriissiiU'iit of tin; Hniil 8 of 
the powcFH iissixlHtcd with the Util- 
ted States In the stni«;,'U> iiKtiltist Gcr- 
innn world domination was not so 
(treat as was that experienced by the 
forces of PerHhlng, btit It wan serious 
Devertheless. The horse supply of 
Oroat Itrltaln nnd France, iilthouKli 
reinforced by tremendous- Importa- 
tions from tho Tnlted States, Sonth 
America, South Africa, Ciinada and 
Australia, hud been terribly depleted 
by tho casunllles of three years of 
flKhtlne by i' i> tlnia our armies be- 
came forndii .bla. No replaeeKenta 
were available. 

ThouKundg of fine young lives were 
sacrificed In the titanic struffgle that 
raged from the Kncllsh ehonnul to tlic 
frontier of Switzerland from the be- 
ginning of 1018 to the middle of No- 
vember because the underhorslng of 
allied artillery limited the protection 
that artillery shotild have rendered to 
the attacking Infantry. Ludendorf re- 
fteatedly refers In his story of the Ger- 
man defeat to merciful pauses (merci- 
ful to the hard pressed Oerman army) 
in the^^rench, UrItUh and American 
attack that ' enabled his commanders 
to extricate hard flghtlng divisions 
from perilous positions that were ne- 
cessitated by the Inability of the at- 
tacking artillery and tranaport serv- 
ices to keep paco with tho adraoclns 
Infantry. 

Unnecessary hardship had to be en- 
dured by the combat troops of the ad- 
vancing forces of civilization because 
poor horsing In the transport services 
rendered impossible the brlni^g op of 
■upplles In punctual military fashion. 

The fruits of victory were lost time 
,and again because of the impoeslbillty 
of promptly exploiting the achieve- 
ments of Infantry by the employment 
of large l>odlea of cavalry. The lack 
of cavalry at 8t. Mlhlel, at Chateau 
Thierry, in the Argonne and at Sedan 
SMida American officers steeped In the 
traditions of Focrest and Stuyrt, of 
Pteasanton and Sheridan fairly cry. 
'ihere were some so called cavalry reg- 
tnenta in the A. E. r., but they were, 
not cavalry. At no time was a single 
American cavalry regiment mounted. 

Victory Would Have Been Great. 

Even the cavulry of the BrlllKh and 
Frcncli armies, which liad hcrii fairly 
well hfrscd ut the hcKinnlni; of tlie 
war and more cari-fiilly conserved ilian 
hud been the eiivuiry of the other nu iii- 
l)ers of the anti Uermun alliance, was 
found wholly Insutlloient to iiusii home 
victory and convert mere defeats of 
the Uerinau urniies Into routs In com- 
parison with which the French disas- 
ters of Sedan and Men in 187U would 
have been considered by tho aUlUary 
writers uf the futWO ftft aHlftrtf Billl- 
tary operations. 

The entente allies and the I'nited 
States had about three nnd a half mii- 
lion soldiers In the tb-id on the west- 
ern front 1& October, lUlH, whei> they 
began to proae the previously suec«K> 
ful Uenaaaa hack toward tue Uiiine lu 
deadly aaMM. If aoo,000 to 80U,0(iO 
«f these flghtlns men had been cavalry 
aiouiited on half bred borates, the bf :t 
military opinion In this country and 1 1 
France and Oreat llriiain holds, ilif 
lieruian defeat would have been the 
lu»st complete and most hunill'utim;
